*Royal Serenade was the fifth ranking English 2-year-old of his year. In his seven starts he won 


five and was second in the other two. He won the Red Dragon Produce Stakes at Chester; 
Caterham Stakes at Epsom; Rous Stakes at Doncaster. He was second in the Windsor Castle 
Stakes at Ascot, giving the winner eight pounds; and second in National Breeders’ Produce 
Stakes at Sandown giving the winner 12 pounds. On the English Free Handicap he was weighted 
at 125 pounds. 


*Royal Serenade ranked among England’s leading sprinters. He won the Jersey Stakes. In the 


Nunthorpe Stakes he soundly trounced the highly regarded Stephen Paul. He lost the July Cup 
Stakes to Hard Sauce by a short head after a terrific battle but in the Union Stakes got his 
revenge on Hard Sauce by beating him a length and a half. However, Lady Godiva, getting 14 
Ibs. beat them both. *Royal Serenade was also second in the Diadem Stakes to Ki-Ming, winner 
of the 2,000 Guineas. 


*Royal Serenade, according to the British Bloodstock Review, was the sprint champion in Eng- 
land when the 1952 season began. Another victory in the Nunthorpe Stakes (England’s only 
weight-for-age sprint race without penalties) plus wins in the Cork and Orrey Stakes and King 
George Stakes made *Royal Serenade England’s champion sprinter for the second straight year. 


*Royal Serenade was brought to America to race where he made 12 starts, of which he won 
half and placed in another. His total earnings were $160,900. He won his first stakes in the 
$50,000 American Handicap at Hollywood Park, 1% miles, under highweight of 123 lbs. He beat 
A Gleam by two lengths. In his next start, the $100,000 Hollywood Gold Cup at 1% miles, *Royal 
Serenade won by 3% lengths in 2:004. He was also second in the Inglewood Handicap. *Royal

Buddy Hirsch closed the Santa Anita 
Park season by saddling the winners of 
two $100,000 stakes. He took the Santa 
Anita Handicap with King Ranch’s Re- 
jected, and the San Juan Capistrano 
Handicap with Mrs. Edward Lasker’s By 
Zeus. 

Billed as the richest race ever run over 
a grass course, the mile and one-half San 
Juan Capistrano brought the 50-day Santa 
Anita meeting to a close. The race started 
from a point near the picturesque old 
Baldwin winery on a hill overlooking the 
track. By Zeus came from eleventh place, 
engaged Rejected in the last quarter, and 
pulled away to win by four and a half 
lengths. 

He carried 110 pounds and Rejected 
carried 126, That, of course, made a tre- 
mendous difference. Rejected’s strategy 
was changed completely from the Santa 
Anita Handicap, one week before. Then, 
Rejected came. from last place to circle 
his field, and was running like a fresh 
horse when he caught Imbros in the final 
sixteenth,

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The Aikenand Columbia Tracks: 
Each Is Best in the Country 


Hobbling between stable and training 
track at Aiken, S. C.. last week was Bobby 
Dotter, who trains for James Cox Brady. 
The week before he had been stomped by 
the good 3-year-old Artismo. 

Dotter said the son of *Goya.II and 
Ky. Flash (given 124 pounds in. the Ex- 
perimental Handicaps of 1953)*had: been 
fired during the winter, was still touchy 
about his knees. When Dotter went. into 
the stall to look at the colt’s knees, 
Artismo thought he was going to get hurt 
again. He knocked Dotter down, then 
stomped him before a groom could in- 
terfere. Now Dotter himself has a bad 
knee. 

Dotter said Artismo was mending well, 
would be ready for the Preakness Stakes 
this spring. He is skipping the Kentucky 
Derby. 

Although Artismo won four of seven 
races and $125.500 last year, Dotter said 
the horse was “sore” all through the cam- 
paign. He guessed he would be a stronger 
horse this year. 


In addition to Artismo, Dotter had Land- 
locked and eight 2-year-olds with him in 
Aiken. Landlocked was wintered there, 
shipped to Hialeah for his winning run in 
the Widener Handicap. then quickly re- 
turned to Aiken. The entire outfit probably 
will be shipped to Belmont Park the first 
of April. 


THE COVER HORSE 


King Ranch’s competent 4-year-old 
Rejected ran two big races on consecu- 
tive Saturdays. On February 26, carry- 
ing 119 pounds. he trimmed a compe- 
tent field in the Santa Anita Handicap. 
A week later. under a heftier 126 
pounds, he finished second (to By 
Zeus. a horse he had beaten handily a 
week before) in the San Juan Capis- 
trano Handicap. Apparently on the 
strength of these two performances Re- 
jected was voted by writers the best 
handicap horse at Santa Anita Park. 

Foaled. March 11. 1950, at the Ken- 
tucky farm of King Ranch, Rejected 
failed to win in four starts as a 2-year- 
old. Last year he progressed from an 
$8,000 claiming race at Tanforan to a 
victory in the’ $100,000 Westerner 
Stakes at Hollywood Park. He also won 
the Oakland Handicap at Garden Gate 
Fields. 


Among the 2-year-olds in his barn, Dot- 
ter singled out a half-brother to Artismo 
(by *Ardan—Ky. Flash) and a _half- 
brother to Secret Meeting (by Roman— 
Burgoo Maid). Both colts he called “nice- 
looking prospects.” 


There were about 250 horses stabled at 
Aiken last week, and William Post, who 
runs the training track with his father 
Fred Post, said he didn’t want any more 
than that. Among the stables there were 
Elmendorf Farm, Greentree Farm, Dun- 
treath Farm, Rappahanock Farm, and the 
horses of L. L. Haggin II, Oleg Dubassoff, 
W. G. Loew, F. Ambrose Clark, Mrs. E. 
H. Augustus, Frank Rand, Nelson Asiel, J. 
M. Roebling, and James Cox Brady. 

Post had 25 horses in training for sev- 
eral different owners. Nine of them were 
2-year-olds owned by Mrs. C, Oliver Iselin, 
Harry La Montagne, and Michael Schaible. 


Trainer John Gaver had 25 horses of 
Greentree Farm in Aiken, including 17 2- 
year-olds. Apparently the best horse he 
had was the 3-year-old Card Trick, win- 
ner of the Flash Stakes last year. Gaver 
said Card Trick was “fine” and let it go 
at that. 

As for the 2-year-olds, he wouldn’t know 
“until November” whether any of them 
were outstanding. He was taking his horses 
to New York in April. 

The only thing Gaver wanted to talk 
about was the condition of the Aiken 
training track. “This is the best training 
track in the country—and I know [ll get 
an argument from Max Hirsch.” 


His argument wasn’t Iong in coming. 
The 73-year-old Hirsch, wintering 60 miles 
away in Columbia, said Gaver had it all 
wrong. 

“Why, this is the best track in the coun- 
try.” Hirsch said as he picked up a hand- 
ful of sandy loam. “I don’t even have shoes 
on my 2-year-olds here until just before 
we get ready to leave.” 

Warming up to his subject, Hirsch re- 
membered how he had had horses work a 
mile in 1:42 without shoes. And he saw 
Cavalcade work a mile at Columbia in 
1:37 and a fraction, also without shoes. 

Hirsch picked up a 2-year-old’s fore 
foot. “Look at that foot. Just look at that. 


You tell Gaver he’s never been in Colum- 
bia.” 


Hirsch runs a public stable, the biggest 
part of which is given over to the King

Hialeah Up, Santa Anita Down 


The two big winter meetings, Hialeah 
Park and Santa Anita Park, closed last 
week. Hialeah had its best season ever. 
Santa Anita had a good season, but bet- 
ting and attendance were down about 10 
per cent from last year. 

“The Business Side,” below, compares 
the last two years at both tracks. At Hia- 
leah attendance was up 5 per cent, bet- 
ting was up 8 per cent. Santa Anita 
showed declines of 11.7 per cent in atten- 
dance and 10.7 per cent in betting. 

Before the Santa Anita meeting opened, 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association and the track management 
clashed over the HBPA demand that purse 
distribution must equal 40 per cent of the 
track’s share of the pari-mutuel handle. 
Santa Anita refused to agree to a flat per- 
centage, and offered a total distribution 
of $3,101,000, a figure approved by Irving 
Gushen, national president of the HBPA. 
With the decline in betting, the $3,101,000 
represented 43.59 per cent of the track’s 
share of the mutuel pools, not including 
breakage. 


Somebody Budged 


On Thursday, March 4, William P. 
Kyne, general manager of Bay Meadows. 
spoke these words about wage demands 
from the Pari-Mutuel Employees Guild, 
Local 280: 

“Tt’s extortion. We’re not budging. even 
if it means shutting down the track.” 

On Monday, March 8, Kyne budged a 


little (how far was not reported), and 


- Local 280 called off its walk-out at Bay 


Meadows. The next day, the track opened. 

The employees union first requested a 
new contract last week. The union’s sug- 
gestions, calling for wages of $27.06 a day 
for cashiers and $24.06 for sellers, repre- 
sented average increases of approximately 
$3. In addition, the union asked the track 
to employ 220 clerks each day, although 
Kyne estimated that not more than 150 
were needed on slack days. 

Neither side could get together on a 
pay scale until the California Horse 
Racing Board stepped into the dispute. At 
a last-minute meeting Monday. called by 
Dwight Murphy, chairman of the horse 
racing board, representatives of the track

and the union were told to get together or 
make an immediate announcement that the 
track would not open as scheduled next 
day. Then Murphy shooed the two parties 
from the room. told them to report back 
by noon. 

At noon, the disputants trudged into 
the room, said they had reached agree- 
ment. The Bay Meadows meeting was on. 

Representing the union in the talks were 
Joseph Detchemendy, president of the 
local, and Paul O’Halloran, business 
agent. Speaking for the track were Kyne. 
Joseph Hornblower, president. and Joseph 
Cohen, vice president. 


40 Per Cent Again 


Bay Meadows and the Horsemen’s Ben- 
evolent and Protective Association last 
week agreed upon purse distribution for 
the 45-day Bay Meadows spring meeting. 
which opened March 9. 

The track will pay 40 per cent of its 
share of the pari-mutuel handle in purses. 
It also agreed to limit the stakes distribu- 
tion to one-third of the total purse distri- 
bution. 

The agreement was signed by William 
P. Kyne, general manager of Bay Mead- 
ows, and William Buck. a director of the 
HBPA. Kyne said. “Bay Meadows is

Trustees for Charity 


Elmer Robinson, mayor of San Fran- 
cisco, and six other northern California 
residents have been named trustees of the 
Bay Meadows Jockey Club Charity Foun- 
dation. 

The California attorney general’s office 
recently conducted an extensive investiga- 
tion into the disbursement of Bay Mead. 
ows’ charity fund, California courts ruled 
that the charity fund must pay back 
$356,000 invested in Portland Meadows 
race track, and recommended that a new 
group of trustees be appointed. None of 
the new trustees is connected with the 
Bay Meadows track. 


Unpuzzling the Customers 


Gulfstream Park, which opened a 43-day 
meeting on March 4, has published a 
“Paddock Primer,” designed “to answer 
some of racing’s most commonly asked 
questions.” The foreword says, “Thor- 
oughbred horse racing is not a compli- 
cated sport, although novices are often 
puzzled by certain of its aspects. It is to 
these patrons that this book is dedicated.” 

In addition to 19 questions and answers, 
the booklet contains drawings which illus- 
trate a jockey’s equipment and the anat- 
omy of a horse. A glossary of racing terms 
also is included. 

Among the questions answered: What 
is a claiming race, an allowance race, a 
handicap? How is the age of horses de- 
termined? What is the daily double? How 
are mutuel prices figured? What does 
“foul claim” mean? What is an apprentice 
jockey? What does it cost to train a race 
horse? How are horses named? What is 
the film patrol? What is the saliva test? 
How are horses identified? 

The booklet’s answer as to how much 
it costs to train a race horse: 

“The cost of maintaining a horse runs 
from $10 to $12 a day. For this sum the 
trainer feeds the horse, and arranges for 
his handling and conditioning. Veteri- 
narian and shipping bills are extra. 
Jockeys are another expense, each losing 
ride costing $20, with a fee of $50 for a 
winner. and $35 for second and $25 for 
third.” 


Anita Less Chiquita 


In an attempt to prevent a recurrence 
of the muddy tracks which plagued this 
year’s meeting, Santa Anita Park has an- 
nounced that the Anita Chiquita training 
track will be enlarged before the next 
season. With the training track better 
equipped, the main track can be closed to 
workouts during rainy spells.

Twilight Tear 


Twilight Tear, one of the three mares 
which first revealed the extraordinary 
merit of Bull Lea as a sire, gave birth to 
a filly by *Blenheim II at Calumet Farm, 
Lexington, on the morning of March 8 and 
died of a hemorrhage shortly afterward. 
The foal, a sister to the top-class mare A 
Gleam, was the mare’s seventh in her 
eight years in the stud. 

Foaled at Calumet Farm in 1941, Twi- 
light Tear was out of the Blue Larkspur 
mare Lady Lark, which had been sold out 
of the stud before her daughter’s excel- 
lence as a runner was made known. Among 
the others in Bull Lea’s first crop of foals 
were the top-class Durazna, out of a more 
famous Blue Larkspur mare, Myrtlewood, 
and Harriet Sue, whose dam was by Black 
Servant, Blue Larkspur’s sire. In the same 
crop was Armed, whose class was not re- 
vealed until 1945, the year Twilight Tear 
made a final start and was retired from 
racing. 

As a 2-year-old in 1943 Twilight Tear 
won four of her six races, including the 
Arlington Lassie Stakes, In the Selima 
Stakes she was second to her stablemate 
Miss Keeneland, which, along with Dur- 
azna, was ranked above her in the Experi- 
mental Free Handicap. 

A big, rugged athlete, Twilight Tear 
found her full strength in her second year 


of racing and became the leading 3-year- 
old of either sex. Her 14 victories in 17 
starts included eight stakes, among them 
the Acorn Stakes, Pimlico and Coaching 
Club American Oaks, the Classic at Ar- 
lington Park, and the Pimlico Special. At 
four she raced only once and went back 
to the farm with total earnings of $202.165. 

Twilight Tear’s first two foals were the 
Whirlaway colts Foremost and Coiner, 
both winners, the latter a small stakes win- 
ner. Third was the *Blenheim II filly A 
Gleam, stakes winner of $251,395. (She has 
been bred to *Khaled this year.)

day Handicap, the Alberta Ranches entry of three 
imported horses went to the post as 3-to-2 favorite 
in the San Juan Capistrano, America’s first $100,000 
race on the grass. However, it was the three-horse 
entry trained by W. J. (Buddy) Hirsch which won 
most of the money, By Zeus and Rejected finishing 
first and second. 

*Wandering Ways. part of the Alberta Ranches 
entry, opened a big lead in the first four furlongs 
of the race (see picture). After she tired, her 
stablemate *Indian Hemp took the lead. *Indian 
Hemp was through after 14% miles. Rejected, which 
had begun his run much earlier in the Santa Anita 
Handicap, was in front briefly, but he was unable 
to hold off By Zeus, which drew out to win by 
almost five lengths. Rejected (126) was conceding 
16 pounds to By Zeus. Lucrative. a slow starter, 
came fast in the stretch to get third. 

Time of the race was 2:26, a new North American 
record. Santa Anita announced recently that it 
would not claim the turf course times as American 
records, because the course is downhill for part 
of the way. Daily Racing Form listed *Thirteen of 
Diamonds’ 2:00 in the 1%4-mile Washington’s 
Birthday Handicap and By Zeus’ time in the San 
Juan Capistrano as North American records. How- 


ever, North American and so-called world records 
are not to be taken very seriously; there is too 
much variation in courses, downhill or not. 


By Zeus was foaled April 5, 1950, at Mrs. John 
D. Hertz’ Stoner Creek Stud, Paris, Ky., where 
Edward Lasker and his wife (actress Jane Greer) 
boarded some mares. Last year he won three races 
and finished third in the Dwyer Stakes. In his 
second start this year he won the 1;4-mile San 
Fernande Stakes at Santa Anita. In the Santa Anita 
Handicap won by Rejected, he finished seventh, 
receiving eight pounds from the winner. 


Count Fleet, which stands at Stoner Creek, has 
one other stakes winner this year, Count Cain. 


Behind the one-two success of Buddy Hirsch in 
the 1954 San Juan Capistrano were the 1944 year- 
ling-buying adventures of his father, Max Hirsch. 
Max bought Athene, the dam of By Zeus, for the 
account of Lt. Edward Lasker, then in the Navy, 
out of the Coldstream Stud consignment to the 
summer sales at Keeneland. He got the filly for 
$8.500 and won $91,950 with her. At the same sale 
he bought Revoked, the sire of Rejected, but 
turned him back because he suspected the colt 
of being a roarer. Revoked, under the colors of 
his breeder, Dr. Eslie Asbury, proved one of the 
best colts in the 1943 crop, as Athene was one of 
the best fillies. 


Athene has two other named foals, including the 
winner Lynchus. She now has a yearling filly by 
*Ardan and is in foal to Better Self. Pedigree and 
family particulars of By Zeus were given in THE 
Bioop-Horse of January 30, page 296.

Andrew J. Crevolin, Alhambra, Calif., automo- 
bile dealer, enjoyed the Santa Anita meeting more 
than most people. He had Imbros, one of the best 
older horses, which won two stakes and just 
missed in the Santa Anita Handicap, and Deter- 
mine, which won three stakes, including the Santa 
Anita Derby. Crevolin’s final success of the meeting 
was added by Allied, which had not won in seven 
previous starts this year. 

Brighter Days led for the first six furlongs of 
the San Luis Rey, but Allied never was more than 
half a length back. When Brighter Days began 
to tire, Allied went to the front and drew away 
to win by almost two lengths. Fault Free, closing 
well, took second place from El Drag, which had 
moved up at the head of the stretch. Major Speed, 
the 9-5 favorite, ran last throughout. 

Allied was foaled May 3, 1951, at Strodes Creek 
Farm, Paris, Ky. Strodes Creek then was owned 
by the Sellersburg Corporation, which is owned 
principally by Tom M. Girdler. The colt was sold 
to Crevolin for $5,100 at the 1951 Keeneland sum- 
mer sales. (At the same sales, Crevolin got De- 
termine for $12,000.) His only previous stakes 
placing was second in the Salinas Handicap at 
Bay Meadows last year. He is nominated for the 
Kentucky Derby and the Preakness, and may 
accompany Determine on the trip to Kentucky. 

Allied is the first stakes winner for the young 
French-bred stallion *Ambiorix, brought to the 
United States in 1949 by Arthur B. Hancock Jr. 
to stand at Claiborne Farm. The Sellersburg Cor- 
poration sold Strodes Creek Farm to James Drymon 
in the fall of 1951, and its mares now are boarded 
at Claiborne. Hot Slippers, the dam of Allied, 
foaled a filly by *Nasrullah at Claiborne on March 
3, and will be bred to *Ambiorix.

Gulfstream Park Starts Strong; 
Duc de Fer May Be a Good One 


MIAMI 


Gulfstream Park. youngest of the three 
major Florida tracks, opened its 43-day 
meeting on a boomish note and, with in- 
terest in the sport still intense among the 
visitors in the Miami area, it is likely the 
track at Hallandale will have its best 
meeting. 

Gulfstream will end the Florida season. 
Tropical Park’s 43-day meeting fell behind 
the mutuel and attendance totals of last 
year. But it was different at Hialeah Park, 
where new betting and attendance records 
were set. 

Gulfstream Park. the brainchild of Joe 
Smoot, who promoted several other race 
tracks, including Hialeah, is ideally lo- 
cated on a main highway, and is more ac- 
cessible by car than either Tropical or 
Hialeah. More and more persons are set- 
tling north of Miami, which speaks well 
for Gulfstream’s future success, 


Gulfstream Park first opened in 1939. 
After a fence-crashing inaugural, the mu- 
tuel play dwindled to nothing and the 
gates were closed after three or four days. 
The track proved unable to compete with 


Hialeah Park. 


In 1943, Jimmy Donn, a widely known 
florist who had been associated earlier 
with Tropical Park. and several associates 
purchased the track, The Donn syndicate 
got the place for what turned out to be a 
“song.” paying $100,000 for the track at 
a federal bankruptcy sale in Miami. Gulf- 
stream originally had cost about $1.000.000 
to build. 

Since the Donn group took over. about 
$3.000.000 has been spent in improve- 
ments. It is truly a show-place. Thanks to 
the enterprise and aggressiveness of Hor- 
ace Wade, racing secretary and director of 
public relations, the track annually stages 
richer and better programs, assuring a 
longer stay in this area for the top grade 
horses. Last year. Wade revived the Flor- 
ida Derby, and for the 1954 renewal on 
March 20, the winner will be guaranteed 
$100.000. In all. 18 stakes will be worth 
$337,500, which is quite a jump from the 
outlay of $170,800 offered during Donn’s 
first meeting—a 20-day affair in 1944. 

Wade is arranging a completé* Derby 
Day show. Scores of newspapermen and 
radio and television workers will converge 
on the track several days before the Derby, 
which has attracted most of the leading 3- 
year-olds except *Turn-to and Porter- 
house. Reporters from the following cities 


have made reservations: New York. Wash- 
ington. Baltimore, Philadelphia, Boston. 
Detroit, Chicago, Cincinnati. Cleveland. 
New Orleans. Houston, Fort Worth, and 
Dallas. 


Last season’s “Parade of States” will be 
repeated, and there will be bands. water 
skiers, plus the unveiling of the “Swanee 
Queen,” a replica of an old river boat. 


OPENING DAY. New highs in betting 
and attendance were recorded during the 
first three days of Gulfstream’s meeting. 
The first day, March 4, drew 23.385 
patrons who bet $1.942.969 on nine races. 
Gulfstream missed its first $2,000,000 day 
only because traffic congestion kept many 
persons from reaching the park. This 
wrinkle since has been ironed out. 

The Inaugural, now called the Armed 
Handicap. resulted in a thrilling victory 
for Ruthred. a former claimer, owned by 
Mrs. Charles Silvers. of Miami Beach. 
Ruthred. which now has won four straight, 
came on under Sammy Boulmetis to beat 
Hi Billee by a nose. Easy Paddy was a 
creditable third. The early season sprint 
sensation, Tidewater, which won the Hia- 
leah Inaugural. finished a bad last. He 
evidently needs a rest. 


DUC DE FER. J. Warfield Rodgers’ Duc

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straight when he outclassed Harold Lar- 
kin’s Sam Brook and Mrs. C. L. Ostriker’s 
Oclirock, a couple of useful Florida-breds, 
in a $4,000 “betless” race, called The 
Bull Lea, on March 6. This colt, only un- 
beaten 3-year-old in training and a can- 
didate for the Derby, Preakness, and Bel- 
mont won by 4 lengths in the fast time of 
1:2344 for 7 furlongs. He carried 121 
pounds. 


Duc de Fer, which beat Hasty Road in 
his first winter start at Hialeah, is well 
put together, standing straight and built 
along the lines of Tom Fool. 


That he is an exceptionally fast colt 
can not be disputed, but he still is to be 
tested as a stayer, There is nothing in his 
blood lines that says he can’t go on. But 
we should get a line on how far he can 
go if he starts in the one mile and a 
sixteenth Fountain of Youth Handicap on 
March 10. After that, he is scheduled to 
go a mile and a furlong in the Florida 
Derby. For the Fountain of Youth he was 
assigned 121 pounds, five less than Hasty 
Road and Maharajah and one less than 
Swift Sword. 


APPLETON: Dr. Stanley, owned by 
James D. Norris, president of the Inter- 
national Boxing Club, got home first in 
the $18.200 Appleton Handicap, on March 
6, which ‘shared interest with the Bull 
Lea. Hedley Woodhouse rated him 
cleverly in front and outfinished J. W. 
Nizlek’s Count Cain, the Royal Palm win- 
ner, by a length and a quarter in 1:50 
for the mile and a furlong. Count Cain 
gave the main battle all the way. Third 
was Wise Margin, while Ruhe, which had 
been a fast-closing fourth in the Widener, 
was fourth again. Dr. Stanley, which earn- 
ed $11,500. had been second in his two 
previous races at Hialeah. He had not been 
a winner, however, since November 15 
at Tropical Park. 


*TURN-TO. Trainer Eddie Hayward, of 
Cain Hoy Stable, has decided to ship 
*Turn-to to Keeneland as soon as ar- 
rangements can be made. Originally, Hay- 
ward planned to stay here for several 
weeks.

The Petunia Market Looks Good 


by Warren Schweder 


Time last week, in a two-page report on 
the economic health of Florida, found a 
new kind of prosperity in the Sunshine 
State. In place of the old opportunists in 
search of quick wealth, reporters saw a 
mixed breed of vigorous young industrial- 
ists, college-trained farmers, and forward- 
looking businessmen. 

Said Time: “Instead of paper plans. 
Florida bloomed . . . with concrete results. 
From the white sands of Miami to the 
piney woods of the northwest panhandle, 
new industries formed the base of a new 
kind of boom.” 

Although Time couldn't number 
among the new industries, no one in Flor- 
ida was overlooking one of the State’s 
biggest wintertime attractions—the Thor- 
oughbred race tracks. With one of the 
biggest cash investments in the State, the 
tracks were part and parcel of the new 
trend. 

No one understood this better than the 
men responsible for Hialeah Park, which 
last week closed down the biggest meeting 
in its 19-year history. (See The Business 
Side.) With a total mutuel handle of 
$67.077,082 in 40 days, Hialeah, in gross 
business, ranked alongside the State’s 
largest industries. As for taxes (nearly 
$6,000.000 this year), it undoubtedly was 
first. 

Although its supremacy in recent years 
has been challenged by Gulfstream Park. 
also in the Miami area, Hialeah remains 
the ranking race track in Florida. It has 
the best dates, pays the best purses, and 
makes the most money. 

The formula for Hialeah’s success was 
spelled out some time ago by its general 
manager, 61-year-old Sam McCormick, who 
left a profitable lumber and construction 
business in Lexington 13 years ago to take 
over the reins at Hialeah. “Good.racing.” 
said McCormick, “comes from a combina- 
tion of many factors. It involves good 
purses, a good stable area, a good racing 
strip, and a good racing secretary. You 
must give the fans comfortable and mod- 
ern conveniences, plus well supervised 
parking. . . . You must provide beautiful 
surroundings and good food.” 

With these prerequisites satisfied, bet- 
ting will take care of itself, he said. 

Hialeah’s success probably can be re- 
duced to three related factors: An en- 
lightened management, a splendid public 
relations program, and the natural at- 
tractiveness of Florida in the winter, 


MANAGEMENT. Management is head- 
ed by Hialeah’s 62-year-old president, 
John C. Clark, who works as hard as any 


employee to see that the operation runs 
smoothly. An early riser. Clark reaches 
the track by 8 a. m. (earlier if he wants 
to see four horses hc owns worked out by 
trainer A, G. Robertson). attacks routine 
paper work until about 10 a. m.. then 
makes a leisurely tour of the track before 
the almost daily policy conferences with 
McCormick and other department heads. 
At noon, he dines with Very Important 


People who have dropped in for a day of 
racing, then repairs to the club house. 
Actually, he sees little of the races; spends 
most of his time talking with guests and 
checking details of the plant’s operation, 

Clark’s office door is kept open, and any 
time a guest or an employee has a com- 
plaint or a suggestion the president is 
ready to listen. 

“I like to keep my door open.” Clark 
said. “I believe in exposing myself. [ 
found out a long time ago that a man 
doesn’t learn anything simply by telling 
other people what to do; he learns prin- 
cipally by being told.” 

A variation of this open-door policy 
prevails in meetings of department heads,

A Thumbnail of John C. Clark 


(for Clinton) Clark. president of Hialeah Park. was born 62 years 


ago in Binghamton. N. Y., where his father was general manager of the Old 
Binghamton Street Railway Company. In high school. he was a quarterback on 
the football team. Although his first plans were to go to college at Princeton, he 
gave them up when he was 18 for an early start in business. 

In 1910, he organized the Ross and Clark Candy Company; five years later, 
when it was making good money, he sold out his interest and accepted the 
presidency of the Ames Chemical Company. He stayed with Ames nearly three 
years, and after a brief stint with 
Military: Intelligence during World 
War [. took over as president of the 
Wylie B. Jones Advertising Agency. 
The firm, now known as Clark As- 
sociates, has offices in New York 
City and in Binghamton. 

Since 1920, he has operated 
Clinton-William, Ltd., an advertising 
agency in Sydney, Australia. and in 
Auckland, New Zealand. He later 
became vice president of the Mid- 
land Trust Company. Binghamton. 
and of the Endicott (N, Y.) Land 
Company. 

He always has had a deep in- 
terest in political affairs and 
litical philosophy, and served for 
several years as chairman of the 
Broome County (N. Y.) Republican 
Committee. But he defines his think- 
ing as liberal, claims he seldoms has 
held to strict partisanship. 

Clark’s first association with 
Hialeah was in 1936, when he was 
elected a member of the board of Reien, Four years later, he became president, 
succeeding the late P. A. B, Widener, son of the late Joseph E. Widener, who 
had rebuilt Hialeah in 1931. 

Clark was the first president of the Thoroughbred Racing Association of 
America, founded in 1942, and he served in that capacity two years, He still is 
a director of the TRA, He also is a vice president and director of the Saratoga 
race track, and is a director of Belmont Park and Pimlico race track. 

Clark has been an owner of race horses since 1931, when he bought his first 
Thoroughbred—almost by accident. This was at a paddock sale at Hialeah, to 
which Clark had gone simply as a sightseerer; but so intrigued did he become 
with the sale, that he bought two horses from the consignment of the late John 
H. Carstairs—Listening Ears (a 3-year-old colt by Tryster) and Seasaint (a 
2-year-old filly by St. James). Since then he has had the stakes winners Charlie 
McAdam, Pretty Pet, and Waller.

usually held in McCormick’s office. Clark. 
who has no patience with yes-men, starts 
the meeting off with a few words, then 
settles back to listen to the others talk. 
If a decision is called for, it’s not neces- 
sarily Clark’s, but the consensus of those 
with the most intimate knowledge of the 
problem, 

He takes no credit for Hialeah’s hand- 
some new $2.500.000 club house: claims 
he has “no pride of authorship.” The club 
house, he said. was a product of the minds 
and experiences of “all of us.” 

Clark sees a substantial future for all 
of racing in the Miami area, “Our coun- 
try is growing by 6.000 a month. By 1960. 
there will be a million people here. and 
Miami will be the largest city in the 
South.” 

Clark holds that Hialeah is an integral 
part of the social and economic life of 
Miami and. on a smaller scale. that of 
Florida. He feels that the track and the 
city complement each other: that each 
contributes vasily to the welfare of the 
other. For these reasons. he judges that it 
is Hialeah’s responsibility to keep pace 
with the growth of the city. 

“I don’t believe in coasting.” he said. 
“We have to get better all the time.” 

Clark’s deep feeling about racing and 
Miami and Florida can be felt from his 
ofhice in the club house to a guard’s shack 
on the back stretch. The feeling perhaps 
runs deepest of all in Everett Clay’s office, 
high up in the grandstand. 


PROMOTION FIRST. Clay. a 40-year- 
old graduate of the Miami Herald (where 
he was sports editor at 21). is Hialeah’s 
energetic public relations director. and he 
does one of the brightest jobs in his field. 
On full-time duty. Clay’s job at Hialeah 
never ends, He and a small staff keep a 
perpetual mailing list of 700 (they mail 
publicity to all papers in the U. S. with 
a circulation over 35,000. and to some 
with less), handle radio and _ television 
commitments, prepare promotional gim- 
micks for distribution to airlines. railroads. 
and hotels. entertain special groups. pre- 
side at official and civic functions. 

In the offseason, he works on local po- 
litical relations, entertains visiting digni- 
taries (thousands of persons visit Hialeah 
even when racing is finished), produces 
postal cards and folders. prepares bro- 
chures explaining racing’s contribution 
to Florida. works with innumerable char- 
ities and civic organizations. 

Clay doesn’t believe in coddling news- 
papermen. but he does think they deserve 
a fair share of comfort and consideration, 
and he never forgets to be considerate. A 
writer in a city a thousand miles from 
Miami went into the hospital last winter. 
and within a week had received a personal 
card from Clay hoping that recovery would 
be quick.

BIG BUSINESS. Hialeah is big  busi- 
ness, keeps getting bigger each year; and 
no one feels this push more than Joe W.

Cormick. or Clay. Under his hand is a 
track fire department (with 500-gallon 
pumper), a maintenance shop that does 
everything but sharpen toothpicks. a land- 
scaping department which grows 50.000 
petunias a year and spreads 214 tons of 
Italian rye cach season. Morrow keeps tab 
of 150 men. has been at it for 23 years. 


Hialeah thas 26 barns. with stabling 
space for 1.560 horses; there are 122 per- 
sons employed as cashiers, checkers. va- 
lets. car parkers, and mechanics; 45 
ushers and four elevator operators; 126 
uniformed police and detectives: two flor- 
ists, two doctors, five nurses. 21 program 
and publication sellers, 


A FEW THORNS. All. of course, isn’t 
delightful in Florida. Over the years. the 
race tracks have had some unpredictable 
legislatures to contend with. and_ there 
have been some busts in all the booms. 
Still, the prevailing sentiment now is that 
business and pleasures are leveling off: 
that erratic rises and falls in economic life 
are things of the past. 


Most Florida businesmen (and_horse- 
men) foresee a saner ‘and more peaceful 
life for their State. Behind the vacant hotel 
rooms they see more private homes being 
built by business men and technicians who 
are going to Florida. not to vacation. but 
to live and raise families. They take this a 
healthy sign.

Since the French *Priam II made the 
first post-war crossing of the English 
Channel to meet Court Martial in the 
Champion Stakes of 1945, the rivalry be- 
tween French and English Thoroughbreds 
has improved and intensified year by year. 
On the race course, it sometimes appears 
tragic to one party or another; in the 
papers, it sounds like Bing Crosby and 
Bob Hope. 

Everything was quiet on the front this 
winter, until a colonel of the American 
forces wrote an article disparaging Eng- 
lish horses, especially the 2-year-olds of 
1953, which he ranked not only below the 
American standard but also below the 
French. Well entrenched at home, the 
colonel was nevertheless exposed to a 
severe barrage of English comment, under 
the direction of the best writers, notably 
Warren Hill, whose last militant summary 
is, “No need to fear overseas threat in 
1954.” 

The best way to avoid danger in such a 
battle would be to stand aside, but read- 
ers of THE BLoop-HorseE must have their 
information at any cost. There follows a 
brief survey of the 1951 generation in 
Great Britain, Ireland, and France, along 
with an attempt to provide a few clues 
to its future. 


NUMBERS. In order to gain an over- 
all point of view before making a closer 
inspection of the details, the following 
table is presented. It gives separate totals 
for Great Britain and Ireland on the one 
hand and for France on the other. The per- 
centages given are based on the combined 
total. 


Great Britain 


and Ireland France 
Foals, 1951 4,439 (68%) 2,061 (32%) 
2yo Runners, 1953 2,140 (68%) 987 (32%) 
2yo Winners, 1953 582 (65%) 306 (35%)

The tabulation indicates that Anglo- 
Irish horses are more than twice as numer- 
ous as those in France. It indicates also 
that they have the same percentage of 
2-year-old runners and approximately the 
same percentage of 2-year-old winners, 
Proportionately, more sires are represented 
by winners in France (about one sire for 
two winners) than on the other side of 
the Channel (about one for three). 


These general results are confirmed, in 
statistical pattern, by the totals represent- 


ing the leading ten sires on both sides of 


the Channel:

The comparison of first money earned 
by this group shows 71 per cent earned 
in Great Britain and Ireland, 29 per cent 
in France. 

Except in the case of the number of 
sires represented, no percentage based on 
the racing results differs by more than 
3 per cent from the expectation based on 
the percentage of foals in the 1951 crop. 
Thus it appears that there is no significant 
difference between Anglo-Irish and French 
horses, insofar as their racing as 2-year- 
olds is concerned. 

Here are the leading sires of 2-year-old 
winners on either side of the Channel in

Before looking for differences in the two 
lists, a point of similarity is to be noted: 
in each list the leader is a winner of the 
Two Thousand Guineas, the second is a 
Derby winner. and the third is a fast horse, 
rather than a stayer. But the lists differ 
on two important points: 

(1) The English list includes two stal- 
lions which, when racing at three and 
over, won only at five furlongs (Golden 
Cloud and Panorama), and two others 
which failed to win at distances of more 
than a mile (*Royal Charger and The 
Solicitor). One was a winner at one and 
a quarter miles (Court Martial). The

other five—all Derby winners—were suc- 
’ cessful at a mile and half or more. 


In the French list are only three milers 
(Clarion, Sayani, and Balthazar), which 
won at distances up to nine furlongs, The 
other seven—including the Derby winners 
Owen Tudor, Coaraze, and Bey—won at 
a mile and a half or more. 


In Great Britain and Ireland, only the 
five Derby winners get progeny whose 
average winning distance at three and over 
exceeds one mile—from 8.09 furlongs 
(The Phoenix) to 10.33 furlongs (Owen 
Tudor )—while in France all the stallions 
represented get at least milers. 


(2) Only four sire lines are repre- 
sented in the British list: Phalaris (6 stal- 
lions), The Boss (2), Gainsborough (1), 
and Kircubbin (1). Six lines appear in the 
French list: Tourbillon (3), Phalaris (2), 
*Teddy (2), Gainsborough (1), Rabelais 
(1), *Epinard (1). 

This fact emphasizes the predominance 
of Phalaris blood in Great Britain, and is 
in line with the notation on the relatively 
larger number of sires in France. 


Some confirma- 
tion of the foregoing points will be found 
by scanning the list of leaders in the Eng- 
lish, Irish, and French Free Handicaps.

It will be noted that six of the best 2- 
year-olds in Great Britain and Ireland are 
by sons of Fair Trial. four by Nearco or 
a son of Nearco. one by a son of Vatellor. 
and one by a son of Gold Bridge. Thus the 
Phalaris line is responsible for 10 of the 
leading 12. 

Among the leading 11 in France. five 
are by sons and grandsons of Tourbillon. 
two by sons of Hyperion, two by grand- 
sons of *Teddy. one by a son of Coronach, 
and one by a grandson of Fairway. 

The monopoly of Phalaris in British and 
Irish 2-year-old racing has never been 
more completely emphasized. while Tour- 
billon’s superiority in France is reaffirmed. 
though with a larger mixing of other 
strains, 


RELATIVE VALUES. It may be pos- 
sible to derive from the internal evidence 
some idea of the relative value of the 
leaders in the different handicaps. 

The English and Irish lists present no 
difficulty, since *The Pie King and *Six- 
pence have the same weight in both handi- 
caps. The Anglo-Irish Free Handicap is 
easily established by adding the Irish 
gelding Mitigate to the bottom of the 
English list. 

Comparison of the Anglo-Irish and 
French leaders is not so easy. It is im- 
possible to rely on the Queen Mary Stakes. 
in which Cordova was only third and *Six- 
pence ran badly. or on the Cheveley Park 
Stakes, in which *Sixpence won and Cor- 
dova was third. too badly beaten for one 
to suppose that she ran her best race. 

The races which provide the most re- 
liable comparison of form were perhaps— 

1) The Prix Morny: Cordova (121). 
first by a length; Le Geographe (122). 
second by three lengths; Tiger Kloof 
(122). third by three-quarters of a length: 
Lets Fly (122), fourth. 

2) The Dewhurst Stakes: Infatuation 
(129). first by one and a half lengths; 
Lets Fly (125). second by three lengths: 
Never Say Die (121), third by one and a 
half lengths: Sun Festival (121). fourth. 

In the English Free Handicap. Infatu- 
ation. Never Say Die. and Sun Festival 
are weighted at 131. 115, and 112, The 
three pounds between Never Say Die and 
Sun Festival in the Free Handicap repre- 


sent the three half-lengths separating them 
in the Dewhurst. And the 16 pounds be- 
tween Infatuation and Never Say Die 
looks nearly like the eight pounds differ. 
ence of weight plus eight of the nine half- 
lengths separating them at the end of the 
same race. As Lets Fly received four 
pounds and three half-lengths from Infat- 
uation, one may conclude by honest pro- 
cesses that he would have been handicap- 
ped at 124 pounds in the English Free 
Handicap (131 minus seven equals 124), 


With Lets Fly at 124, Cordova and Le 
Geographe are fixed at 128, and _ this 
weight is confirmed by Tiger Kloof, which 
was beaten eight half-lengths by Cordova 
in the Prix Morny, giving her one pound. 
Tiger Kloof is handicapped at 121 pounds, 


This mathematical clue for a cocktail of 
free handicaps may not satisfy anybody, 
but it must be remembered that the handi- 
capper does not assign weights to show 
what he thinks the various runners de- 
serve. but only to sum up their 2-year- 
old careers. Here is the result:

The French filly Altana (Arbar—Palen- 
cia. by Pharis) -was not qualified for the 
French handicap. but she was third in 
the Grand Criterium. two lengths behind 
Le Geographe and half a length behind 
Lets Fly. She should be rated at 120 
pounds. 


Of these 31 horses. 11 are trained in 
France, but only 10 are French (Lets Fly 
was not bred in France). This is 32 per 
cent. identical with the percentages of 
births and runners previously calculated. 
With Altana included. the French group 
would represent 34 per cent of the com- 
posite group of leaders. 


The French 2-year-olds of 1953 showed 
great quality and won in record time—Le 
Geographe over a mile. Cordova over six 
furlongs. Vamarie over five furlongs—but 
their racing was more erratic than that 
of the English leaders, That is why it 
seems difficult to compare any of them 
with *The Pie King and his four straight 
wins, 


Does this apparent inferiority of the 
French horses justify Warren Hill’s sum- 
mary: “No need to fear overseas threat in 
1954”? That is a matter for examination 
in another article.

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INVESTIGATIONS 


After $65,000 


\ little more than two years ago the 
New York legislature set up a joint legis- 
lative committee to study horse racing. 
Last week. after running through a budget 
of $65.000. the committee headed by State 
Sen. Arthur H, Wicks submitted a final 
report on its studies. The conclusions: 

1. Off-track betting is morally wrong. 

2. New York racing associations should 
build a $25.000.000 race track for New 
York City. 

3. Additional taxes on pari-mutuel bet- 
ting at the State’s harness-racing tracks 
would do injury to six of the eight tracks. 

On off-track betting, the committee had 
this to say: “The legalization of off-course 
betting and the establishment of conven- 
iently located betting offices in the various 
communities of the State would produce 
many. if not all. of the social and other 
evils which have been found in the foreign 
countries where similar experiments have 
been tried. 

“It would greatly expand the volume of 
betting and encourage large numbers of 
our citizens to acquire the habit of regu- 
lar daily betting; excessive and immod- 
erate betting would thus be stimulated, 
rather than discouraged.” 

About the new race track: “The only 
delaying factor in carrying out the present 
New York plan is the financial one of 
providing the tracks with a share of the 
pari-mutuel revenue as will make it pos- 
sible for them to finance the needed track 
improvements.” 

The seven-man committee said it could 
not endorse entirely an argument of the 
tracks that it would need more than 4 


per cent of the handle to build a race , 


track. but it conceded that. if a new race 
track were built. someone in government 
would have to take a “new view of the 
present formula.” 

The committee was critical of the New 
York State Harness Racing Commission, 
judged the commission had “completely 
failed” to put into effect a State law au- 
thorizing the commission to license per- 
sons employed at harness tracks. “Had 
the commission exercised the power given 
to it. many of the labor abuses would 
have been avoided.” it said. 

Nevertheless. the committee did not 
favor an indiscriminate increase in taxes 
at harness tracks. Instead of increasing 
the tax at all harness tracks, the commit- 
tee would use an excess-profits, tax on 
Roosevelt and Yonkers Raceways “to curb 
excessive stockholder profits.”

Ranch horses. He has 50 horses with him 
at Columbia, including John S. Phipps’ 
Level Lea, which, with Dark Star, was 
ranked second to Native Dancer in The 
Blood-Horse Handicaps of 1953. 

Hirsch said Level Lea was sound as a 
South Carolina pine and that he was “en- 
tered in everything” this year. Level Lea, 
a bay colt by Bull Lea out of the Equi- 
poise mare Level Best, is a well propor- 
tioned, smoothly muscled colt which won 
the Discovery Handicap, the Edgemere 
Handicap, and the Jockey Club Gold Cup 
last year. 

The trainer was high on a King Ranch 
2-year-old, a colt from the first crop of the 
Kentucky Derby winner Middleground 
from the good mare Bee Mac. And he 
thought a 3-year-old filly, Riverina, by 
*Princequillo cut of Bee Mac, would bear 
watching this year. Riverina won two races 
last year, but was lightly campaigned, and 
Hirsch said she should come into her own 
this season. 


T. J. Barry, who trains for Joe Gave- 
gnano, has 21 horses at Columbia. includ- 
ing the 3-year-old stakes winner Errard 
King. It was Barry’s plan to take his 
horses to Maryland about March 20 for 
the opening of Bowie Race Course. After 
the Maryland season, he would move them 
into New Jersey. 

He has two horses with him which are 
entered in the Kentucky Derby and the 
Preakness and Belmont Stakes, They are 
Errard King and Coastal Light, the latter 
a colt by *Coastal Traffic out of *Minuterie, 
which won three races last year (none of 
them stakes) in seven starts. 


Barry thought that Errard King would 
be in top condition by Derby time. He said 
the colt was injured in the Garden State 
Stakes last year, when another colt step- 
ped on him at the start of the race and 
cut his left hind leg. Errard King came 
out of the race lame, but he’s all right now, 
Barry said. 


Mrs. Tad Legere, who with Dr. Porter 
Caughman Jr., runs the Columbia train- 
ing track, said there had been about 200 


horses there this winter. But this number 
was cut down considerably when Maine 
Chance Farm moved out its horses several 
weeks ago. And trainer Eddie Legere took 
six 2-year-olds belonging to Palatine Stable 
to Pimlico two weeks ago. Pin Oak Farm 
and Brookfield Stable stayed on at 
Columbia. 

Mrs, Legere said she had four years to 
go on her lease, at the training track, but 
she guessed she would renew it when her 
time runs out. She now has been there 
three years. 

Incidentally. Mrs. Legere makes racing 
colors. She once made a set of colors for 
Winston Churchill, and she recently com- 
pleted a set for Arthur Godfrey.

On my return from California yesterday 
I was pleased to find the annual summary 
of stakes winners of 1953, This pleasure 
was pretty short lived as when I turned 
the pages to where my stakes-winning colt 
was listed I found that one J. F. Yoerger 
was listed as the breeder. 

The colt is Call Call, by *Beau Pere— 
*Boudoir I, by *Mahmoud, [The breed- 
ing given is that of the colt’s sire. Sue- 
cession.—Ed. | 

I have owned Call Call’s dam, Call Lady. 
since she was a 3-year-old. Before being 
transferred to the State of Washington I 
tried for two or three years in California 
to get her in foal. She was covered by a 
number of horses during that time. in- 
cluding *Shannon II when I tested him 
for fertility, but never conceived until I 
brought her to Washington and mated her 
with my stallion Succession. 

After all this I raise a pretty fair colt 
and my favorite magazine really “goofed.” 

To add insult to injury, this person. J. 
F. Yoerger wrote me last year and re- 
served a season to Succession and that 
was the last I ever heard of him or the 
mare he was sending to our farm. It’s 
ironic that he would be given credit as 
the breeder of the best 2-year-old ever bred 
in the State of Washington. 

Call Call has a 2-year-old full brother 
who will be under colors at the coming 
Longacres meeting. a yearling full sister, 
and on February 19 Call Lady foaled an- 
other beautiful filly. also a full sister. and 
I am the breeder of all of them, Call Lady 
is a half-sister to Night Special, the dam 
of James Session. both from the fine race 
mare Lady Florise. 


(From Dick Nash, assistant director of 
publicity, Santa Anita Park) 

After reading your discussion concern- 
ing the length of our grass course distance 
(page 528, issue of February 27). Fred 
Purner asked that I write you with a full 
explanation. 

The distances on our grass course are 
exact for 114. 114 and 11% miles. The full 
distance of the course is 3/64 short of a 
full 134 miles. Therefore *Thirteen of 
Diamonds ran a full 114 miles when the 
horse was timed in 2:00 in the Washing- 
ton’s Birthday Handicap on February 22. 

However, the first eighth of a mile was 
downhill, and the Los Angeles Turf Club 
is now on record that it will not claim 
formal acceptance of any of its grass 
course times as American records. 

The main point in this letter, of course, 
is that the distances are exact and not 
approximate. 

Note. Santa Anita Park’s press file gave the 
distance of the Washington’s Birthday Handicap 


as “about 1% miles,” hence the confusion in the 
comment as to the fast time.

W. Arnold Hanger’s entry of *Ice- 
berg If and *Intencion (another Chilean, by Licen- 
sioso— Intrigulis, by Negrero) was made the first 
choice: *Iceberg II finished eighth, just ahead of 
*Intencion. Picador, the winner, was 15-1. 

Picador, second low weight with only 106 pounds. 
went to the front immediately and led throughout. 
*Royal Vale, carrying top weight of 126 pounds, 
closed well to get second, but he was two and 
a half lengths behind at the finish. Parnassus, 
winner of the Bougainvillea Handicap in his last 
start, finished third after being close to the winner 
for the last four furlongs. Mackville, which pressed 
the early pace, finished fourth. 

Picador ran the 14% miles in 2:284%, which 
equaled the North American record set last year 
in the same race by *Royal Vale. 

It was the second stakes triumph in five days 
for a son of Bonnet Ann, a 15-year-old Blue Lark- 
spur mare. Capeador (also by Bull Lea) won the 
A. B. Letellier Memorial Handicap at the Fair 
Grounds on February 27. Both Picador and Cape- 
ador were bred and are owned by Mrs. Dodge 
Sloane’s Brookmeade Stable. 

Picader has won stakes in three of the six 
seasons he has raced. His first successes were in 
1951. when he won the Ocean City and Atlantic 
City Turf Handicaps. The next year, he won the 
Bougainvillea Handicap over the Hialeah turf 
course. He did not win in nine starts last year. 
He had finished second to Parnassus in the Bou- 
gainvillea in his last. start. 

Bull Lea, which led in number of stakes winners 
last year with ten, appears to be headed for an- 
other good year. Picador is his fourth in 1954. 
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The others, besides Capeador, are Mark-Ye-Well 
and Dixie Lad.
